Circuit Judge Arthur E. Flaher, of 
Rockford, who la In close touch with 
the Winnebago delegation, advised a 
number of attorneys who saw him In 
behalf of r>ady that Winnebago law- 
yers would listen to the suggestion 
of the grcotcst number of the Lake 
County Bar association. 

Many attorneys are signing peti- 
tions for both the I^ke county candi- 
dates, It Is said. 

The nominee for circuit Judge will 
be named at a caucus of delegates 
selected from precinct commllleemon 
at a meeting that will bo hold early 
In September, as near as can be 

learned. . , 

Both the Dady and the Field forces 
claim that close to 40 precinct com- 
mitteemen are pledged to them. 
While there are close to 70 of these 
men in the county there will bo but 
51 delegates, or a number next to 
Winnebago county In strength.

All that police know Is what the 
mortally wounded Jordan stanmiered 
out between gasps for breath. The 
girl shielded her silence with choked 
t>oi)s. 

Jordan and the girl met nt the 
doslgnnled polnL They Quarreled over 
Jordan's appmncbing nmrringe to an- 
other woman. When a pistol shot at- 
tracted people to the scene Jordan was 
fotmd lying on the sidewalk, a pistol 
wound in his body and a revolver 
clutched In bis bands, while the girl 
crouched beside him, 

Jordan told tlie police that the girl 
"killed me." and that he had taken 
the pistol away from her after she 
had llred. He said' they were old 
sweethearts. 

Jordan was taken to a hospital, 
where he died Indf an hour laler. The 
girl, an expectant mother. Is under 
guard at the Ralncy hospital, threat- 
ened with a serious Illness. She was 
Injured l)y a fall In her scufTle with 
Jordan. 

Police claim that the girl arranged 
a secret meeting with Jonian ut the 
schoolhou.ic for the purpose of killing 
him. Miss Hanford asserts that Jor- 
dan is the father of her unborn child. 
He promised to marry her, she de- 
clares. 

Bye witnesses saw the couple come 
from behind the sehooihousc after the 
shooting. The girl, tliey said, was liold- 
ing Jordan, wiio staggered nearly to 
the street and fell. When police ar- 
rived the girl was holding his itcadi 
Jordan said before his death that he 
took the gun away from her "to keep 
her from shooting me nny more." The 
fatal shot Ignited his clothing and 
burned the lleah about tlie wound.

The old time "cyclone cellar" or 
outdoor cave has probably been the 
means of saving more lives from tor- 
nadoes than anything cIku and U still 
one of the beat places of refuge ever 
contrived. Tho Routhwest corner of 
the basement of n frame house Is al- 
most as safe, especially If a person 
crouches close against the wall. Tor- 
nadoes nearly always approach frotn 
tho south or west and flying debris or 
perhaps the bouse Itself will be car- 
ried away from the southwest corner. 
The basement of n brick or stone 
house la liable to be n death trap In 
a tornado, aft hrlck or tnasonry walls 
are liable to collapse and tumbledown 
anywhere. 

A person caught In the ppcn when 
a tornado npprnnchca has a choice 
of lying down flat la a depression. 
or of flight. Xornadoei trarel aeroM

In their teens nnd often aft- 
er marriage, according to Uuth Moora 
Morrlss. writing la Country Homo. 

"It mothers would reallzo the trua 
slgnincance of tears, weeping, except 
for legitimate aad honorable purposes, 
could be stumped out of tho race," 
savs the writer. "When a child has 
learned in infancy tho power of tears, 
they will bo used to solicit sympathy 
for maladjustment and sheer awk-

She will 
weep when her popular elder sister 
daHhos oft to parties and she Is left 
alone to tho doubtful pleasure of sleep 
or a book.

TWO capitals of German states. 
Dresden In Saxony and Munich 
In Bavaria, arc capitals, as well. 
of art. and annually draw their 
thousands of art-loving tourists. 

Dresden Is niled with artistic won- 
dors. Its picturesque setting, astride 
a beautiful bend in the Elbe river, 
about 110 miles south of Berlin, 
caused Herder, tho poet, to call it tho 
Florence of the Elbe. 

From an approaching river steamer, 
tho Saxon capital Is n city of graceful 
spires and huge domes and cupolas, 
but Inside tho Altstndt (old city) on 
the left hank of the Elbe, the picture 
chongcs to one of artistically embel- 
Ushcd buildings, handsomely sculp- 
tured monuments, galleries of famous 
paintings, numerous museums with 
choice collections of all sorts, spa- 
cious squares and parkways, and can- 
yonlike streets where Kunst (German 
for "art") Is heard among the throngs 
nearly as often as some of the com- 
mon verbs. 

A large portion of the AUstadt Ilea 
near tho Augustus bridge, one of the 
Ave spans that connect the old town 
with Nfiustadt, on the other bunk ot 
the river. Tho Hof-Klrche. facing the 
bridge with Its 272-foot tower. Is a 
huge structure, whose parapets are 
topped with 50 statues of saints and. 
inside. Raphael Mengs' "Ascension 
looks down upon the high altar. A 
covered passage connects tho church 
with the old Saxon palace, whose 
walls are decorated with One mural 
paintings: and In the various rooms, 
large collections of Chinese vases and 
Dresden china are on display. Even 
the stable adjoining the palace Is em- 
bellished with a cavalca-Ue of Saxon 
princes. In porcelain tiles. ^ 

Treasures in Many Buildings. 
Within a few blocks of tho palace 
numerous buildings contain the col- 
lections that have made Dresden fa- 
mous as the German art center. Be- 
tween the church and the palace tho 
Grunes Gewolbe (Green Vault) con- 
tains a dazzling array of Jc;yels-d a- 
monds, rubles and sapphlrcs-and 
^orks of art in gold, ivory, bronze 
and Uuiogcs enamels. On a sini; o 
Ivory tusk ono artist has carved 1-1- 
angcls and another ivory picco dc- 
pu's an organ grinder Qghting a rob^ 
her. Tho Saxon crown jewels, a •lO- 
ct'rkt green diamond. Jeweled trinkets 
of all kinds, a golden tea service and 
the largest known onyx, are dlsplajctl. 
Bronze work Includes statues, pedes- 
tals and vases. A striking bronze 
piece' depicts Charles II of England 
lighting oft a dragon. 

Across tho street, surrounded by 
nnrdens. the Zwinger. built by Au- 
gustus the Strong and intended to 
£e banquet and dance balls, proin. 
enades and gardens l^«=^tlttlng royal life 
of the Eighteenth century, is a treas 
ury of art. Tho building is a ilno ex- 
ample of Italian ncnalssancc. adorned 
tZ figures of Greek deities vases 
rnd llowers. Once in the court which 
?ho Zwinger Incloses, the tra^•eler 
feels that tho rose gardens and pronv 
enadcs should fulflU tho most regal 

"^Th^' Zwlngor museum contains a 
half million engravings, many draw- 
ings, mathematical Instruments and 
a picture gallery where Bomo o tlvo 
finest works of the most eminent 
UaUan. Spanish. Dutch and German 
artists aro on exhibition naphael s 
«SlstIno Madonna" occupies a promi- 
nent placo In the collection. It was 
purchased in 176-i from Italian moiiks 
nnd smuBSlcd out of Italy by painting 
a ?aSdscapo over il/o canvas^ Tlmra 
aro also works of Bubens. Van Djck, 
Rembrandt and others. * 

The Johanneum museum, formerly 
.table buildings, contains an In teres - 
7n^ collection of war material and

' Italian majolica, a glazed Po«ciy. 
-Xhe Albertlnum, onco an arsenal, 
now Is a sculpture museum with nmny 
historical and modern pieces. Deli- 
cately painted limestono reliefs dating 
back to 2700 B. 0. aro displayed there, 
while a mummy stlU reposes In a cof- 
fin It bas occupied more than 2,500 

years. 

Collections and Churches. 
These and numerous other exhibit 
places, Including tho Municipal muso- 
Sm with a nno collection of etchings; 
the Academy of Art; tho School and 
Museum of Industrial Art; tho Zoo- 
logical and ethnographical musoum, 



containing a large collection of stuffed 
birds and ethnological specimens; the 
MIneraloglcal and Prehistoric museum 
with interesting fossils ;^raw art lev- 
ers from all parts df the world and 
earn for Dresden the right to he 
called ono of tho world's Important | 

art centers. , „ 

Among the churches tho, Frauen- 
Klrche, a Protestant edlllce. Is the 
largest. It can accommodate D.ow 
worshipers. The church occupies a 
whole city block. Tho lantern above 
Its huge dome is 312 feet from the 
pavement. A mngnlHcent organ and 
numerous statues are interesting fea- 
tures of Its Interior. 

Between trips to this almost end- 
less nrniy of exhibits, travelers enjoy 
the Dresden parks and drives. Grosser 
Garten Is nearly half as Urge as Cen- 
tral Park la New York City. ^Mthla 
U& confines are zoological and botanl- 
cal gardens and the Museum^ of the 
Saxoa Antiquarian Society, where 
there are 3.000 objects In porcelain, 
pewter and caned wood. 

In Ncustndt, across the river, the 
Japanese palace, so called from the 
Japanese porcelain collection It once 
contained, now houses the baxon 
State Library with more than a half 
million volumes and thousands of 
manuscripts and maps. I;>r^'jJ°"f 
market place is also In ^oustadt and 
houses to accommodate many of tho

BOTH on account of the fact that 
she was the dnugliter of a hnnkor 
In Mobile, AIii., and because the dL'ath 
of her husbiind was mirnmnded hy 
the most mysterious clrcuniHtancos, 
tho trial nnd subseauent ImprlHonmeni 
of Mrs. Mary Chandler MnybrUk for 
the murder of her Kngilsh husband 
caused a widesprend sensation on both 
sides of the Atliintlc and threatened 
for a while to lead to a dlplmmitlc 
break between London and Wasblng- 
ton. Mrs,'Maybrlck'H final release In 
11K)5 was heralded as a (Inal confes- 
«l«n of error on the part "f British 
law nnd a vindication of tho ^yoman 
who had been wrongfully Imprisoned 
for fifteen long years. Uut even this 
did not clear up the mystery connec- 
ted with the death of James M»y- 

brlck 

Mary Elizabeth Chandler, who was 
destined to play a lending role In t ds 
tragedy of legal mistakes, married 
James Maybrick of Uvcrpool when 
she wns eighteen years of age. Dur- 
ing the second year of their marriage 
a son was born to them and, later, a 

daughter. . 

For eight years the married life or 
tho Maybricks nppearod to be as hap- 
py and pleasant aa possible. Then, 
apparently without any c^P'"""^'"" 
whatever, Maybrick developed the tern- 

per of a brute, finally beating his wife 
and turning her out Into the street. 
Evidence produced at the trial, how- 
ever, showed that Maybrick had be- 
come a confirmed arsenic-eater and 
this was understood to account for 
his Biuldon alteration In habits f^xid 
disposition. ^. , 

Following the bnitality of her huR- 
hand. Mrs. Mnybrlek sued for a dl- 
vorce but. on account of the children, 
the cmiple wore reconciled and lived 
together quietly f(»r a short time. In 
the spring of 1880, however. May- 
brick was taken 111 and died a short 
time later, presunmbly from natural 
cause?. The dead man^s fandly, how- 
ever, maintained that there hnd been 
foul plav and insisted upon having 
the bodv exhumed, particularly as 
thev announced that they had discov- 
ered no less than seventy grains of 
nrsenic concealed In the room which 
Jlrs. Mnybrick bad shared with lier 

husband. . ^

amlnallon of the body disclosed the 
iircsonce of only one-tenth of a grain 
of arsenic and medical authorities 
stated that two grains was the small-

If-cl hiibit nf the dead man was a 
fahrleation Invented fnr the s.tle pur- 
po*^e of explaining tlio arsenic f"und 
In the house after Maybrk-k's death 
and exploded a bomb-shell In the 
shape of cvldoneo that Mrs. Maybrick 
had purchased tlyi>aper containing ar- 
*;enlc which she hnd snaked out. stat- 
ing that she Intended to use tills as a 
complexion blench. 

I'.ut, as the cnneludlng statement of 
the counsel fnr the dcfonse showed. 
Mi-s Mnvhriek had been the first to 
give the ainnn when her husband had 
been taken III and. as her lawyer put 
It "if she hnd wished to set every 
one in the bouse and the doctors 
themselves on the scent of iKilson. she 
could not have acted dlfterenlly." 

Sir Fltzjames Stephen, presiding 
ludgei delivered a long and rather 
rambling address to the jury which 
appcarod. at first, to favor the de- 
fcndnnt but which concluded with 
what was practically n de*aand for 
her conviction and the jury, after be- 
ing out onlv ihlrty-eight minutes, re- 
turned with a verdict of "guilty as 
charged."

Tho story of a wonuin "Itoblnson 
Crusoe" who lived alone on un Ishnul 
for 20 long yenrs Is told by Dr- Ibty 
L. Moodle. who has been delving Into 
tho records of old native life In tho 
region of Santa Monica. Calif., I" 
his study of prehistoric diseases In 
America. 

The feminine Crusoe had been a 
member of a small group of Indhms 
which lived on San Nicholas Isluml. 
off the California coast, about 100 
yeara «go. The Spanish fathers per- 
Bunded the group to leave their lone- 
ly Island nnd find better protection at 
the Santa Barbara mission. But this 
woman refused to come. All alone she 
demonstrated her self-sutficlency In 
the world by mnklng her home of 
whale ribs and brush, nnd by living 
off the abundant tlsh. abalones. birds, 
seals and some plant products. Sho 
made her clothing of bird skins. When 
at last she was brought to the mis- 
sion she died within six weeks. 

The island possesses many relics of 
aboriginal life, but none so ron^imtlc 
as the record of the last woman, DK- 
tor Moodle said.— Kansas City Star's 
Science Service.
